Dissent on a Highway 


‘ I believe my neighbors and I 
have been ill-advised, duped—and it 
remains to be seen the extent to 
which we may be sold out. The 
Jack of moral fibre in our city 
authorities’ approval of City Route 
1 for Highway 44 has contributed to 
this result. And the Post-Dispatch 
editorial comment of Jan. 14 is un- 
worthy of its usual high standards, 
because I believe it glosses over 
significant facts. ) 

For nearly two years, citizens of 
the Compton-Eads area have been 
working with the City Plan Com- 
mission for neighborhood rehabilita- 
tion. At every discussion in which 
the threat of the highway was a 
topic, we were assured by the Plan 
Commission that alternate routes 
were being suggested to the State 
Commission because Route 1 was 
contrary to the Land Use Plan of 
1956 for neighborhood develepment, 
and did not meet the long range 
traffic needs (confirmed this past 
November the Metropolitan 
Transit Committee Report). 

* 


Since the Plan Commission is now 
reported to have agreed to this 
route, it seems fair to ask how this 
change of policy was arrived at. 

As early as December 1958 our 
organization called attention to the 
fact that the Plan Commission's 
rehabilitation plans for our neigh- 
borhood were in conflict with state 
plans for a highway. Stimulated to 
increase our activity, but worried 
by the highway threat, on Feb. 18, 
1959 we appealed to the Mayor to 
bring the issue out into public view. 

In other words, did the city sup- 
port Route 1 or not, did it want 
neighborhood rehabilitation or not? 
Finally on Nov. 29 the plea was 
again made and we asked “Will the 
city, through its planning- agency, 
present its point of view at the 
public hearing?’’ 

By this time the Compton-Eads 
owner investment in rehabilitation 
amounted to $800,000; and during 
October, fhe area just west of 
Grand was designated as a re 
habilitation area despite the fact 
that the highway was a threat to 
this neighborhood as well. 

To all our appeals what has been 
the response? A polite, noncom- 
mital assurance: “We want to do 
everything possible to see that plans 
for your neighborhood are carried 
out.”’ 

On Dec. 9 at the public hearing, 
the City Plan Commission still did 
not make a statement in the public 
interest. Why?

Your recent editorial states that 
City Route 1 is “least disruptive to 
residential neighborhoods.” A 
thorough perusal of all the factual 
evidence at the hearing or by the 
Highway Commission would find no 
such conclusion.

This would be an 
understandable statement if refer- 
ring to Chouteau as the route.

A Parking Place at Kiel 


_ The key to an effective solution to the park- 

ing problem in the Kiel Auditotium neighbor- 
hood is firmly in the hands of post office offi- 
cials in Washington. They control ground in 
the block southwest of the Auditorium (Fif- 
teenth-Sixteenth-Walnut-Clark) where the city 
would like to construct a 1000-car garage, and 
for reasons that seem valid to them they are 
not inclined to give it up. 

The Post Office Department presently is 
occupying a one-story truck terminal on the 
property. .From the point of view of the 
greatest public convenience, it seems clear 
that the best use of the site would be for a 
city-owned parking garage serving the city- 
owned Auditorium; the post office trucks 
should be parked elsewhere. 

If city officials can suggest some reasonable 
alternative, Postmaster Bakewell ought to 
urge Washington to go along with the propo- 
sal. If they cannot, then postal officials here 
ought to employ their ingenuity on the prob- 
lem. The ground is too valuable for munici- 
pal purposes to be occupied as a garage for 
mail trucks. , 


Thanks to the Supreme Court 


The case of Jesse Blackburn, convicted of 
robbery in Alabama, deserves more than pass- 
ing notice in the grist of legal tests that come 
through the Supreme Court mill. at the 
defendant needed the state’s attention is not 
toe doubted. .He had been in mental hos- 
pitals for most of his adult life. Indeed he 
was adjudged irisane and held in an asylum 
hospital for fopr years before being declared 
ready for trial. 

This was the basis of the reversal of the 
conviction in the unanimous opinion written 


by Chief Justice Warren. The confession on 


which Blackburn was convicted, so the Su- 
preme Court said, was taken from him at a 
time when he was mentally incompetent. Such 
a criminal proceeding, said the Chief Justice, 
could only be unconstitutional. And he listed 
reasons why Involuhtary confessions are not 
valid—“their unreliability, our abhorrence of 
brutality and the feelirig that the police must 
obey the law while enforcing the law.” 

For many years the Supreme Court en- 
forced fair trial standards in federal cases 
but refused to enter state cases.. Back in 1915 
Justices Holmes and Hughes dissented from 
the majority. view in the Leo M. Frank case

A far sounder 
course is to receive them open-mindedly, to 
see where and how they apply, and to beriefit 
by them—as indeed a very large number of

MISSOURI TAX UNFAIR

Stephen A. Mitchell said today 
in Alton. 

The Democratic candidate for 
the Illinois gubernatorial nomin- 
ation told a luncheon meeting of 
East Side labor leaders that if 
elected he will work to have 
these “unfair taxes repealed” in 
sofar as they apply to Illinois 
residents. 

He suggested three possible 
courses of action: One would be 
to instruct the Illinois Attorney 
General to do all in his power 
to defend Illinois citizens from 
imposition of the taxes. Mitchell 
said he would carry the cases to 
the United States Supreme Court 
if necessary. 

“I applaud the efforts of Illi- 
nois citizens, who are already 
banding together’ to resist these 
taxes, he declared. ‘But I think,” 
he added, “‘it is inexcusable that 
Gov. (William G.) Stratton has 
not instructe dthe Attorney Gen- 
eral to help them.” 

Mitchell said if elected gover- 
nor he would meet with the Gov- 
ernor of Missouri and the Mayor 
of St. Louis in an effort to have 
the taxes removed in return for 
full co-operation in the planning 
and development of the St. 
Louis-East St. Louis area. 

His third step would be to con- 
fer with merchants in St. Louis, 
who draw heavily from Illinois 
shoppers, to bring pressure on 
their mayor and governor to re- 
move the taxes. 

Mitchell, former chairman of 
the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, said he favors a major 
East Side airport. He called on 
the Tri-City Port Authority: of 
Granite City and the Bi-State 
Development Agency to push for 
construction and completion of 
an East Side field as a part of 
the areas development program. 

Noting that St. Louis is the 
“natural trading area’ for 
southern Illinois, he called “at 
least one good free bridge” 
across the Mississippi river to 
downtown St. Louis.

Increase unemployment 
benefits. 

Establish special programs 
to rehabilitate depressed 
areas. 


Reform the tax system by, 
among other things, reducing 
the depletion allowance for oil 
and gas, establishing withhold- 
ing for dividend and interest 
payments, and repealing the 
special tax benefit for income 
from stock dividends. 


Pile up bigger budget sur- 
pluses in prosperous years, but 
move more quickly with deficit 
spending policies to meet re- 
cessions.

Farm Proposals. 

The majority report’s farm 
recommendations said the direct 
subsidy program should be lim- 
ited to a definite amount, such 
as $2000 for a farmer or a farm 
in one year. It suggested that, 
subject to the limitation, the 
farmer be given a payment to 
cover the difference between the 
market price and 85 per cent of 
parity.

Air Travel Boom. 

The boom in air travel is ex- 
pected to continue this year, an 
airline officer predicted here 
yesterday. But a number of 
problems remain to be solved 
before the industry achieves a 
satisfactory financial basis. 

Domestic air trunkline reve- 
nue passenger miles flown in 
1960 are expected to increase 12 
per cent above the 1959 total of 
about 29 billion, William J. 
Hogan, executive vice president, 
finance, of American Airlines, 
said yesterday in a talk to the 
St. Louis Society of Financial 
Analysts. The volume of pas- 
senger miles flown in 1959 was 
about 15 per cent larger than in 
1958. 

Both business and personal 
travel are expected to rise this 
year. Business travel is closely 
geared to the volume of eco- 
nomic activity. The general busi- 
ness outlook for 1960 is highly 
favorable, Hogan said. Personal 
travel, which is related to the 
amount of money available for 
consumer spending, is expected 
to attain new records as income | 
and employment expand. |

“In the area of federal regu- 
lation, a number of -unsolved 
problems remain that will shape 
the future of the industry.

Preventing Headaches 


A RECENT medical conference included a discussion of 
headaches, revolving in part, about the use of the ergotamine 
drugs. I’ve favored these drugs for a long time. 

Ergotamine drugs are certainly successful in stopping 
migraine headaches. They also do as well for many front- 
of-the-head type of headaches which aren’t migraine, as well 

esas for headaches which are loosely called ‘migraine’ but 
actually have some striking differences technically. 

In short, probably something approaching three out of 
four headaches are of the type that may yield to these drugs 
—there are different varieties, some combined with caffein, 
som with a sedative, and so on. 


But—and here’s the important thing whether the 
headache is a true migraine or some other form— 
you’ve got to use the drug quickly, when the headache 
is barely starting or, better yet, before it has started 
but you recognize the signs which mean one is coming. 


To what I might call the “amateur headache sufferers,” 
this probably doesn’t make much sense. But people who are 
victims of repeated and frequent and severe headaches will 
recognize what I mean. When a savage headache is soon 
to start, people learn to recognize such signg as queasiness 
of the stomach, spots before the eyes, jitters, tenseness or 
other advance warning. (It varies from person to person; 
each must discover his or her own signs.) 

The purpose of the ergotamine (these are prescription 
drugs) is to expand blood vessels which have become tense, 
putting srain on the tissues in the headache area. In the 
brain, that is. : 


If they can be relaxed quickly, you avoid the 
headache, or at least make it mild and brief. If 
you don’t induce this relaxation in time, the walls 
of the blood vessels become swollen, and the drugs 
can’t cope with that swe'ling. The swelling keeps 
the headache going. The headache “runs its course” 
instead of being prevented. 

In all fairness, you might as well know that the ergota- 
mine drugs are not 100 per cent effective for everybody, but 
if they are applied in the right kind of cases and at the right 
time, they help a majority of persons. Taking them at the 
right time is up to you. 

High blood pressure, pregnancy and some other conditions 
are signs that you shouldn’t use the drugs. Your doctor 
will tell you about that. He’ll also warn you about the need 
for taking them before the headache gets started. I’m just 
reinforcing that fact, because it is so important.

West opens the bidding with 
one heart, and North doubles 
for a takeout. North promises 
at least 13 points in support of 
any suit his partner may name. 
North has 12 points in high cards 
and 1 point for the doubleton. 

It’s worth noting that North 
has only 12 points in support 
of clubs. You don’t count the 
value of a doubleton when you 
have only three trumps in sup- 
port of partner’s suit. Hence 
North has minimum value for 
his double if South responds in 
spades or diamonds; and he has 
a shaded double if South re- 
sponds in clubs. 

South counts his hand for play 
at spades. He has 9 points in 
high cards and 1 point for the 
doubleton. The total value is 10 
points. Since this is enough for 
a jump response, South jumps 
to two spades. 

South is not worried about 
having only four spades. North 
promises good support for the : 
unbid major suit. When an ex- 
pert doubles a major suit he 
almost always has four cards in 
the other major suit. 

North counts his points again 
and adds them to those shown 
by the jump response. The com- 
bined total is 22 to 24 points. 
This is not quite enough for 
game, so North passes, 

South must lose a spade, two 
hearts and a club. He is happy 
to be in a safe part-score con- 
tract. He is also pleased that he 
made an attempt to reach game, 
since North would have gone on 
with a slightly better hand—and 
then probably the game would be 
a reasonable contract. 

The jump response is helpful 
when the doubler has about 15 
points. He can safely accept the 
invitation, When responder fails 
to jump, the doubler needn't 

think about game with a 15- 


point hand.

‘Powell Not Best Choice’ 


: NEW YORK, Jan. 26. 

I AM SURE the South must have been appalled when 
Representative Graham A. Barden, chairman of the House 
Committee on Education and Labor, announced that he would 
not seek re-election. 

Representative Barden is 63 years old and comes from 
North Carolina. But he is, I think, one of the highly conserva- 
tive citizens of that state and, as such, has not supported in 
his committee much forward-looking legislation. 

The Congressman next in line to succeed him as 
chairman is Representative Adam Clayton Powell Jr, 

I would be the last person to oppose Representative 

Powell’s desire to get better civil rights legislation 

through Congress, but I feel he would not be the hap- 

piest choice for chairman of the committee. This is 


ignorance, there was the morale 
of those who would have to 
stay behind. They formed the 
only barrier to the Japanese 
roll-up of Southeast Asia and 
much of the Pacific; the tight, 
bitter resistance from the fox- 
holes leeched into the flank of 
the. rugged peninsula and the 
bellowing guns on the rock at 
the entrance to Manila bay had 
already upset Tokyo’s whole op- 
erations timetable. But by 
March 1942 everyone knew what 
he wouldn’t say and tried not to 
think about: time was running 
out for Bataan and Corregidor. 
That’s why orders naming me 
one of five to try to fly south 
to Mindanao the night of March 
10-11 came like a last-hour re- 
prieve from the Governor. 

SOMEHOW WE MADE IT 
and on March 12 were searching 
for Gen. Sharp’s underground 
headquarters, We wouldn’t have 
found it without help—a beauti- 
ful blend with the pineapple plan- 
tation, the orderly rows uninter- 
rupted over the buried nerve 
center of American resistance 
in the south. There we learned 
Gen. MacArthur and party had 
already left Corregidor in PT 
boats. 


That night I felt I had to get 
away ftom everyone; here a 
man could be by himself, 
couldn’t he? But the night sen- 
try ring around Del Monte was 
now doubled against infiltration. 
I put it on the line with the 
lanky Texan armed with a 
Springfield. He let me through 
on the promise I would not go 
far nor stay long. 

The next day the PTs came. 
But at the compound not a sign 
betrayed the presence of the 
newcomers; the Japanese would 
have ripped the whole island had 
they been given the slightest 
Cause to suspect. To the restless 
MacArthur, restriction of any 
kind was intolerable. But com- 
promise of his party’s safety 
was unthinkable, All that day he 
remained severely under cover. 
But hight brought wide cover— 
darkness. 

In another part of the com- 
pound I prepared to repeat my 
nocturnal excursion into solitude. 
I checked the cylinder of the 
hand-gun in my holster. It was 
a long-barrel revolver that had 
been ideal for sniping on Bataan, 
a deadly accurate weapon. 

Then I heard something. 

The sound could have come 
from the crunch of a boot on the 
gravel road. I dropped over un- 
til my cheek was against the 
ground. In that position man- 
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size objects would appear in re- 


lief against the night sky. Japa- . 


nese troops on Bataan wore bat- 
tle dress with green, net-covered 
red helmets. But in rear areas 
they often substituted a soft field 
cap raised along the midseam. 

A Filipino would have a straw 
hat, or none at all. 
American was supposed to be 
abroad outside the sentry ring. 
A Japantése, then... 


Inches at a time I got the gun 


in position under my left armpit 
to cock it without making a 
naise. I was betting against the 
shape’s decision to move before 
I could crook my left arm for a 
rest and take him under aim. 
He was stock still. That meant 
he had heard me the same 
moment I had heard him. Slowly 
the sights came into position. 

I could not miss. I began the 
trigger squeeze. 

I THINK I SENSED rather 
than saw the second figure, and 
I refocused. my eyes. This one 
was considerably shorter and the 
head ‘was indistinct. Of course 
they would work in pairs! 
There might be others. And my 
shot would bring a hail of sentry 
bullets, too. Maybe I should try 
to take them prisoners? 

And then, subdued but clear 
at that distance in the quiet 
night came a woman’s voice. 

“T don’t hear it now.” 

I recognized Mrs. MacArthur! 

“It’s Ind, General,” I managed 
to say. 

His voice was firm and crisp 
as usual: ‘‘Where are you, Ind?”’ 

“In the plantation, Sir. I mis- 
took you for a Japanese infiltra- 
tion party and I almost shot your 
ears off.’’

Remnants of Dinosaurs ‘ 


By Ramon Coffman 


IT WOULD BE a mistake to 
suppose that all the giants among 


the dinosaurs died out at a cer- % . 


tain time, 

Some of them managed to hold 
out many thousands of years 
longer than others. 

Furry animals were able to 
meet the big changes. Most of 
them (but not all) were small, 
but smart. 

I have spoken about the gi- 
gantic members of the dinosaur 
group. To this day we have rep- 
tiles which are considered “‘rem- 
nants of the dinosaur race.” 
These include lizards, turtles and 
crocodiles. 


Q. Is the Komodo Dragon a 
remnant of the dinosaurs? 

A. This huge lizard, the largest 
in the world, séems to be the 
closest thing we’ have to the 
large dinosaurs. It grows to a 
length of 10 feet. That is a 
*‘ecomedown” from Thunder Liz- 
ard, which was seven or eight 
times as long. 


Komodo Dragons became 
known to science only 48 years 
ago. They were discovered of 
the island of Komodo, later on 
four other small islands between 
Berneo and Australia, They are 
flesh-eating. 


The skeletons of Komodo 
Dragons suggest the remains of 
middle-sized dinosaurs found in 
Wyoming rocks,
